The 3rd Judicial Circuit Court, which 
includes Madison and Bond counties, has nine 
circuit judges and 10 associate judges. 
Associate Judge Ellar Duff is one of three 
women on the bench and the only black. 

Circuit judges are elected by the voting 

ublic and in turn, appoint associates to 
four-year terms. 

Bailey lost his bid in 1994 to Ann Callis 
Rongey, the daughter of prominent Granite 
City attorney Lance Callis. 

Lance Callis and his firm are the source of 
major contributions to the Madison County 
Democratic Central Committee. 

Bailey struck out again in June 1995 when 
the circuit judges appointed James Hackett, a 
Republican from lwardsville, to the seat 
previously held by Stack. 

Chief Judge Nicholas Byron refused Monday 
to comment on speculation that Stack has the 
inside track this time. 

“T have already made my mind up, but we 
will be conducting interviews with ail 
candidates on Wednesday,”’ Byron said.

A woman who is divorced and remar- 
ried will frequently want her new husba 
children. Often a woman in 
will inquire about ter- 
minating the parental rights of her former 
husband. If the natural father’s parental 
rights are terminated, he no longer has 
any visitation rights with his children, and 
he also has no obligation to continue sup- 
porting his offspring. 

Why do many mothers want to seek an 
adoption in this situation? One reason 
may be because they want to avoid all fur- 
ther contact with the former husband. In 
addition, the mother often wants the 
child to carry the same name as the new 
husband to avoid the embarrassment of 
different last names when the child 
begins school. Finally; the mother may 
view an adoption as a means of bringing 
about a closer bond between her present 

4 husband and the child. 

i] if the natural father will consent to the 
adoption, he can appear before a judge 

» and sign papers terminating his parental 

Wrights. lf he will not consent, the mother 

will have to file a petition with the Court 

Batleging that the father is “unfit”. 

In this case, the burden of proot is on 

ithe mother to establish that these allega- 


tions are true. The father, of course, has 
the right to appear in court to contest this 
matter. 

In a recent case, the parents were 
divorced and the’ mother obtained 
custody. Within a year, she was remarried 
to a man who was transferred to a dif- 
ferent part of the country. When she 
relocated, the natural father had little op- 
portunity to visit the children. Even when 

in the area, the mother refused to 

see the children. Because he 

wasn't getting visitation, he stopped pay- 
ing child support 

Approximately six months after her 
remarriage, she filed a petition to adopt 
alleging that her former husband had 
abandoned the children. The petition also 
stated that the natural father was an unfit 
parent. At the hearing, she testified that 
he had not seen the children in more than 
ten months, that he never sent them gifts 
or cards on special occasions, and that 
he stopped paying support several mon- 
ths before the hearing. The father stated 
that the reason he never saw the children 
was because of her lack of cooperation. 
The Court here refused to terminate 
parental rights and stated that the mother 
had failed to meet her burden of proof.

But 
those who do eliminate the 
problem. 

Using the PVC pipe also

We eS 
lied about a ratio of 10 to1 
favor of butterfly houses over 
blue bird houses.

Expedition deserves celebration

From here to the West Coast, 
communities are gearing up to 
commemorate the bicentennial of the 
Lewis and Clark Expedition in 2004. 

But curiously, here, where the historic 
exploration of the Louisiana Territory 
began, not much is going on. 

The federal government has established 
a Lewis and ‘k Bicentennial 
Commission to plan for the national 
celebration. Visitor centers have been 
built or are under construction in several 
cities along the expedition route. 

Here, plans to build a visitor center at 
the site of Camp DuBois, where the Lewis 
and Clark party camped during the 
winter of 1803-04 before beginning the 
trek, have languished. 

In nearby St. Charles, Mo., the local 
tourism bureau has made the city’s Lewis 
and Clark ties a focal point of its 
marketing. Last spring, history buffs 
launched a keelboat and journeyed to St 
Joseph, Mo., stopping at 20 towns along 
the way. 

St. Charles is one of several 
communities that claim to be the starting 
point of the expedition since William 
Clark joined Meriwether Lewis and the 
rest of the party there 

Some Washington, D.C., residents think 
their city was the starting point, since the 


Pittsburgh claims the honor because the 
Keelboat was built there. Louisville’s 
claim to the title is based on the fact that 
it was there that Lewis and Clark first 
inspected the boat 

But most history buffs know those 
claims are silly. They recognize the local 
campsite at the mouth of Wood River 
Creek as the true starting point of the 
historic journey. < 

Underdeveloped and under-promoted, it 
still draws more than 20,000 visitors a 

ear. 
the Madison County Lewis and Clark 
society, a small group of dedicated 
private citizens, has worked to develop 
the local site for years. The group has 
been seeking support for a multi-million 
dollar visitor center on the site of Camp 
DuBois. 

The going, much like Lewis and Clark’s 
journey, has been slow and rough. 

Society President George Arnold says 
area businesses approached by the society 
have turned down requests for support. 

But there have been some positive 
steps. 

State Sen. Evelyn Bowles, 
D-Edwardsville, has lent her support to 
the project and will seek an annual 
commitment of $56,000 from the Illinois 
Legislature to maintain the site. 

The village of Hartford has secured a 


to the area. Madison County Sppareaty 
will build a road and parking lot at an 
estimated cost of $200,000 

The federal government might fund as 
much as 50 percent of the cost of a visitor 
center, but not unless there are state and 
local communities for the rest. The 
existing commitments are only a 
beginning. : - 

Federal support is more than a pipe 
dream. The U.S. House has approved an 
allocation of $2.1 million for a visitor 
center at the Melvin Price Locks and 
Dam, just upriver. Senate approval is 
pending. 

One would expect that many visitors to 
the dam would visit the Lewis and Clark 
site and vica versa. 


The River Bend could miss the boat on 
positive national exposure during the 
bicentennial unless the Lewis and Clark 
Society, legislators, local governments, 
businesses, fraternal and civic groups and 
agencies like the River Bend Gro 
Association and Greater Alton/Twin 
Rivers Convention and Visitors Bureau 
begin working together and do the sort of 
promotion it will take to ensure that 
“our’’ Lewis and Clark lives up to its 
historical significance 

There are signs of movement in that 
direction.

Homes lose power after 
truck snags cable wire

300 homes lost power Tuesday 
afternoon when a truck pulling 
a wideload mobile home down 
Glen Carbon Road snagged a 
cable television wire and broke 
four telephone poles.

Laurie, 
who so delighted TV audiences 
as Bertie Wooster in ‘‘Jeeves 
and Wooster,’ is given fairly 
pedestrian lines to deliver.
